I-rom  Clnnatian,  ynaulocho,  Atlan, 
anil  Xiuhcoaca.  ucaiOy  a  million  po  nids 
i.if  c(.)tton  were  bnnif^ht  to  the  I-Ciiiperor 
every  yeai  as  tribute.  Some  of  tlu'.se 
coUons  Cortes  described  as  cloths  closely 
fiptui,  pieces  of  many  colours  and  fi<;- 
ures,  stnne  as  soft  as  velvet  and  others 
like  fiii-o  linen,  damask,  and  satin. 
Cortes  InmriL'U  sent  to  tlie  Pope  a  mag- 
nificent piece  of  Mexican  cotton  goods, 
the  robe  of  Aclicauluputk'nniunucani, 
the  hi.i;h  priest.  There  is  no  creation 
of  the  steam-worked  looms  and  spindles 
of  to-day  finer  than  the  curious  handi- 
work of  that  race—  cation  goods  often- 
times embroidered  with  fine  rabbit  skins 
and  coloured  with  a  hard  and  fast  dye, 
by  processes  now  a  lost  art.  The  poor 
classes  wore,  the  men  "maxtlatl"  (gir- 
dles) and  "tilmatli,"  or  square  cloths 
covering  the  liody  and  shoulders,  while 
the  women  wore  "ctteitl"  (skirts  to  the 
knees),  and  "luiipilli"  (sleeveless  che- 
mises). The  rich  wore  dyed  and  em- 
b  -oidered  cott(.nis  ;  the  men  coats  and 
Cipes,  and  the  women  two  or  three 
skirts  at  a  time,  of  different  lengths- 
women  tike  to  show  off  the  varied  pat- 
t..'riis.  Animalsand  flowers  were  woven 
i  ito  the  fabrics  in  feather  and  gold 
thread  woik.  The  Texcoeo  Indians 
were  skilled  in  spinning, and  the  Indians 
of  Tlaxcala  and  Cholula  in  weaving  and 
knitting.  They  also  made  shoes  (ciita- 
ras)  of  cotton.  The  priests  and  the 
warriors  wore  cotton,  the  latter  as  mall 
one  inch  thick.  Their  green  penachos 
or  heltnets  were  of  fine  picked  cotton. 
F,veu  the  table  linen  wa.s  of  wdiite 
coltou,  fringed  in  colours.  The  pillow 
of  the  poor  man  was  of  wood  or  stone, 
but  Clavijero  says  that  "the  rich  had 
pillows  and  counterpanes  of  cotton."

EnulioAKiiiniihlo,  the  chief  of  the  Philip 
pine  insurgents,  is  buL  twenty-seven  years  of 
age.  Hewasii  dnffer  nl  scliool.  ]n  fact,  he 
■was  considered  t)y  ids  professors  as  havirij;-  tlie 
most  obtuse  iinnd  of  any  student  in  the  uni- 
versity. 

The  Dotiiiniciiiis,  despairiiij;  of  ever  making 
anything  of  him,  sent  him  home  to  hts  father, 
who  declined  to  share  the  genera!  opinion  of 
the  intelligence  of  his  son.  Finally  tlie  ohl 
fjentlemaii  died,  and  Aguiiiablo  did  retnrn 
home — to  devote  himself  eagerly  to  cultivat- 
ing his  patrimony. 

A  few  years  ago  there  was  formed  at  Manila 
a  secret  society  called  by  the  name  of  "  Kati- 
fniian,"  whicli  in  a  short  lime  counted  more 
than  250,000  members.  The  government  did 
not  view  the  society  favourably,  and  Agui- 
iialdo  was  ordered  to  be  arrested.  Then  came 
liis  chance.  The  Spanish  officer  charged  with 
this  mission  presented  himself  before  Agni- 
iiaUlo's  dwelling  at  the  head  of  a  do/.en  native 
soldiens,  anned  with  bayonets. 

.Aguinalflo  promptly  knocked  out  the  brains 
of  the  unhappy  officer,  talked  the  escort  over 
toliis  side,  and  the  little  troop  pulling  him  .it 
their  head  inarched  away  to  the  wooded  lu-ighls 
that  surrounded  the  town.  This  was  the  nu- 
cleus of  the  insurgent  army,  wliirli  now  rmm- 
bresat  least  30.000  combatants, — Daily  Mail.

There  is  one 
section  in  the  south,  where  the  inouu- 
taiii  ranges  are  comparatively  low  and 
are  cut  by  waterways  wliose  possession 
by  Argentina  would  be  seriously  em- 
barrassing to  Chili.  We  can  understand 
why  a  dispute  over  this  section  should 
be  considered  important,  but  in  regard 
to  the  posses.sioii  of  the  barren  moun- 
tain tracts  which  form  the  greater  part 
of  the  boundary  region  in  dispute,  there 
has  been  no  justification  whatever  for 
the  dispute.  We  can  not  commend  the 
two  countries  for  their  quarrelsomeness 
in  such  a  matter,  nor  for  tlieir  foali.sh 
preparations  for  war,  but  they  are  en- 
titled to  some  recognition  for  returning 
sanity  at  the  last  moment.  War  would 
have  been  most  disastrous  to  both,  and 
the  whole  civilized  world  is  glad  to  see 
it  averted- 
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liKFORri  committing  it.self  to  the 
wishes  of  those  senators,  who  favor 
re,strictiug  the  powers  of  the  executive 
in  the  matter  of  declaring  martial  law, 
and  of  amplifying  or  protecting  the 
immunities  enjoyed  bj'  congressmen,  it 
would  be  well  for  congress  to  consider 
wdiat  the  results  will  be  of  such  a  po- 
licy. It  is  well  to  restrict  the  faculty 
of  declaring  martial  law,  for  the  ten- 
dency is  to  use  it  for  improper  purposes, 
but  if  this  is  done  in  conjunction  with 
an  extension  of  congressional  immuni- 
ties, anarchy  will  surely  result.  It  can 
not  be  assumed  that  members  of  con- 
gress are  entitled,  by  virtue  of  their 
mandates,  to  conspire  against  the  exe- 
ctitive,  nor  to  disobey  the  laws,  but  if 
their  immunities  are  extended  so  as  to 
protect  them  even  under  martial  law, 
evil  consequences  must  surely  follow. 
In  our  opinion,  present  conditions  in 
Brazil  require  a  strong  executive  instead 
of  a  weak  one.  To  weaken  his  author- 
ity will  be  an  encouragement  to  dis- 
order. On  the  other  side  the  extension 
of  parliamentar}'  immunities  to  cover 
treasonable  conspiracy,  assassination 
and  all  the  common  offences  against  the 
law,  is  a  ca]>ital  error.  It  vitiates  the 
high  character  and  influence  wliich 
every  legislative  Ijody  should  enjo\-,  ; 
and  it  will  unavoidably  lead  to  a  loss  1 
of  legislative  prestige  and  cflicieiio-.

visitors,  and  would  coiltrihlile  larK^-ly 
to  an  increased  trade  with  the  interior, 
while  the  improvemeut  of  the  shore  line 
could  not  fail  to  improve  tlie  reputation 
of  tlie  port  as  well  as  its  facilities  for 
haudliu,^  merchandise.  To  secure  all 
tliese  advantages,  the  goverunient  ought 
to  adopt  some  comprehensive  scheme  at 
once,  and  then  everything  done  for  the 
improvement  of  the  streets  and  water 
front  in  future  should  hi  in  strict  ac- 
cordance with  tlie  plans  adopted.  It  is 
not  uece.ssary  to  enter  upon  any  .great 
expenditure  at  this  time,  but  it  is  es- 
sential to  decide  just  what  is  re(iuired 
and  to  adopt  plans  for  the  e.xecutinu  of 
the  work  at  some  future  day.

—  The  secretary  of  agriculture  of  the  Ktate 
ofBahiasavsthat  of  five  central  suf^'iir  mills 
in  that  slate  that  obtained  i.;<)vennneiit  as- 
sistance three  liave  jiroved  entire  failures  and 
the  other  'wo  are  living  on  the  money  whicli 
Uiey  receive  from  the  government  in  virtue  of 
the  guarantee  of  interest  on  their  capital.  But 
fifteen  first-class  uiills  that  depend  exclusively 
on  their  own  resources  are,  lie  states,  in  a 
prosperous  condition. 

—  The  minister  of  inihiSlrv  lias  decided  to 
relieve  the  City  Iniprovenieiils  Co,  from  the 
fine  of  5.000I  iiiip('S(-d  for  the  niui-com]>letion 
of  the  drainage  of  the  Jarriini  Hotanico  district 
and  to  concede  another  year  fur  the  conclusion 
of  the  works.  And  in  the  meanliiue  the  govern- 
ment refuses  to  give  the  company  a  better 
exchange  rate  so  that  it  can  inspire  enouj;li 
confidence  abroad  to  raise  the  capita!  rccpured 
for  the  works  in  hand. 

—  A  short  time  ifgo  the  Coiiipanhia  Can- 
tareira,  which  owns  the  ferry  boats  runni]ig 
between  this  city  and  Nictheroy,  put  up  its 
fares  to  400  veis  because  of  the  greatly  en- 
lianced  cost  of  coal.  The  price  of  coal,

— A  governmental  comini^sion  into  the 
failure  of  the  harvest  i'n  Russia  this  year  lias 
reported  that  there  is  total  lack  of  grain  and 
herbage  throughout  European  Russia,  Pre- 
cautions have  been  taken  in  lime,  and  the 
governiiieiit  will  ]>rovide  seed  for  the  next 
sowing.  As  Russia's  anininl  export  of  grain 
averages  150  millions  of  bushels,  the  failure  of 
its  harvist  this  year  should  have  a  notable  in- 
fluence on  the  price  of  grain  and  grain  pro- 
ducts during  the  coming  commercial  year. 

—  We  areadvised  that  Mr,  John  Jtmes,  the 
widely  known  organiser  and  director  of  the 
Cominercial  Telegrams  Bureaux  lias  bought 
up  the  privilege  here  for  "tickers,  n  as  well  as
